GLADSTONE AS AN ARBITRATOR. 


The Strike at the Aston Hall Colliery, 
Fiintshire, Eng. 

From the Liverpool Post, June 10. 
About twelve weeks ago the men employed at 
the Aston Hall Colliery struck in consequence of 
a notice of a reduction of 15 per cent in their 
wages, and it appears from a letter addressed by 
the —% — (Mr. Hanson) to the Right 
Hon. W. E. Gladstone, that not only had the 
workmen refused to accept a compromise as to 
terms, but they had refused to resume work on 
any terms unless four non-union men, who had 
been working during the strike, were dismissed. 
Under these circumstances Mr. Hanson laid the 
matter before Mr. Gladstone asking whether 
men who would thus unwarrantably interfere 
with the liberty of their fellow-workmen were 
such as he would be disposed to continue in the 
tenancy of the cottages on his estate. Mr. Giad- 
stone replied as follows: 
HawaRpD:w Cas TL, CursTer, June 8, 1874. 
My Farenps: I have received a letter from Mr. Han- 
son, of the Aston Hall Colliery Company, referring to 
the questions now pending Letween that Company and 
the miners lately empioyed in the pit, and asking my 
intervention as owner of some of the dwellings which 
the miners inhabit. 
I do not consider that I have any title to interfere as 
landiord and part owner of the pit, at the solicitation 
of one party, in any question relating to wages. 
But Mr. Hanson's letter brings in another matter 
having no connection with wages. It is one connect- 
ed with the workman's liberty of action, and I am very 
desirous to make known to you without delay the alle- 
gation which has been laid before me. 

For this purpose, as the matter isa serious one, I 
take the liberty of asking you to meet meat 3 o’clock 
to-morrow, which, I am told, would be a convenient 
hour for you, at the vestry-room, Hawarden, that we 
may have a free and friendiy communication to- 


I have asked Mr. Ward to be in the immediate 
neighborhood in case there should be occasion to re- 


quest his presence, I my friends, your faithful

To the miners being tenants of mine. 
In response to the invitation, the vestry-room 
was crowded, and Mr. Gladstone met the mivers, 
accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone and the Rector. 
Mr. Gladstone at once opened the proceedings 
by an explanation of the relation in which he 
stood to them, and reading the letters given 
above, the latter of which he had requested his 
agent, Mr. J. 8. Vickers, to circulate.. He then 
ed to say: I should be worth very little 
to you or anybody elseif I were here for any 
other pur than tbat of speaking the truth 
piainly and outright; and 1 think it is my duty 
to believe everything Mr. Hanson telis me— 
and he is, I believe, a very upright and honor- 
able man. But I must confess I am loth to 
lieve that this demand has been made; but, if 
I understand the tacts, they are these: A ques-. 
tion arose between you and the Aston Hall Col- 
liery Company as to wages. I say the more 
wages you can get the better; if 
they are used well, none can have too 
much; and if they are used ill, none can have too 
little. [Hear, hear.] A question arose in regard 
to the amount of wages, and, as I understand, 
four workmen in the pit differed from the ma- 
jority of the workmen, as they thought fit to ac- 
cept the wages offered by the Company, or to 
make some cerms with them, and continue work 
upon those terms. The majority,in the exercise 
of their undoubted right—I don’t care a pin 
whether the instructions came from the Central 
Union or not if they choose to put confidence in 
it—refused to work for lees than what they con- 
sidered to be the value of their labor. But those 
men that thought’ otherwise, though there were 
only four, had as gece 11 — to form an opin- 
ion at the majority . And if we have come in 
this country toa day when the majority shall 
endeavor to put down the minority, and re- 
fuse freedom of opinion to those who are 
fewer in number, in my opinion the country 
will be one of which I should say the sooner we 
get out of it the better. [Hear.] Iam told these 
four men committed no other offense than that 
of differing in opinion from the others. 1 can 
unde their being sore, and being annoyed 
II don’t doubt that at all. I am told they comd 
mitted no other offense, except working upon 
terms which you thought injurious to your posi- 
tion, to a certain limited extent of their holding: 
a different opmion to that which you hold. But. 
as the allegation stands, these four men, for 
that offense of having worked upon terms which 
you think should not be accepted, are now in the 
predicament of having befriended their employ- 
ers, who are now told to dismiss them, or the 
general body of miners will not go to work in the 
pit. Well, I am very loch to believe that demand 
has been made upon these grounds, and I shall 
be very glad, in a friendly manner, to have some 
conversation, and would first ask if I am correct 
in — statement. 

John Miiington admitted that the right hon- 
orable gentleman was right, that they could not 
resume work tiil the four men were dismissed. 

Mr. Gladstone—That is a very serious matter. 
These men have done nothing. What right have

As soon as all had taken their seats. says a 
writer describing the scene in the St. James 
Magazine, we rowed off silently with double- 
banked oars.

over a large patch, many yards in extent, dyed 
red with blood. Each wave showed a stream of 
crimson, as it wasned over the ＋— bodies, 
rejoicing that it could insult the strange forms 
that had lately swam lords of the deep.

=A Nation That Has None of Them. 
From the London Saturday eview, - 

En the latter part of Mr. Bryce’s account of 
Iceland in the Cornhill Magazine, he gives @ 
curious picture of the state of society in which 
men who are perfectly civilized in their thoughts 
and manners live in a physical condition not 
much above that of sayageg. And one feature 
of very primitive life they still keen im all its 
fullness. They have hardly avy surnames, and 
they have no titles. A man is simply Sigurd ; if 
vou Wieh to distinguish bim from seme other 
Sigurd, he is simply Sigurd Magnusson. If you 
go to a house, and wish to see. its mistress, you 
ask for nobody but plain Ingebiorg; or, if you 
wish to be formal, you do not call her Lady or 
— 5 but only Ingebiorg Sigurdsdottir. For in

surname for her to take. In all this we are car- 


Athens or Rome could vot Pericies or Cesar 
anything but Pericles or Cesar,—nay more, when 
he could not call Agariste or Julia anythiug but 
Agariste or Julia. At Rome, to be sure, there 
were little delicacies about the use of prenomen, 
nomen, and cognomen ; while Pericles could be 
nothing but Pericles in the mouth of anyoody, he 
whom the outer world called Cwsar would be 
known to an ianer circle of Caius. Sq in the 
Universities a man 18 spoken to from the first mo- 
ment of introduction by his cognomen, allowing 
for a few exceotional cases in which, owing to 
some special charm either in the man 
himself or in his prevomen, the pre- 
nomen is used instead. But Gieeks, Romans, 
Icelanders, end undergraduates all agree 
in calling a man by nothing but one or other of 
his real names. Even in Iceland there are re- 
spectful ways of marking official rank, as, when 
a man speaks to the Governor or Bisbop, but 
there is nothing like our fashion of putting a 
handle to the name of everybody. We use. this 
last phrase of set purpose; people constantly 
say that such a man has got a title, that he has 


anything which gives himaright to be called 
Sir or Lord. Grave heraldic authorities who 
write peerages and books of landed gentry, and 
people who write letters to explain how, though 
they are not peers, they are still soblemen, draw 
a distinction between titled“ and untitled 
nobility or gentry, or whatever word they choose 
to express that foreign thing which the law of 
England bas always so unkindly refused to ac- 
knowledge. When people say that the new 
Lord, or Baronet, or Knight has gota title 
or a handle, they forget that be has been 
called by a title or a haudle ever since the 
first time that his nurse spoke of him as Mas- 
ter Tommy,” or perhaps more familiarly as 
„Master Poppet.” We are so much in the habit 
of giving everybody titles, just as we are 80 
much in the habit of talking in prose, that we 
have got to be unconscious of the one process as 
of the other. We ate so constantly in the habit 
of giving everybody the title of Mr., Mrx.,. Miss, 
or master, that we regret that all these are 
titles. and we fancy that no one bears a title but 
‘those who are called Lord, Lady, or Sir. In fact. 
the smaller everyday titles are more strictly and 
purely titles than the others, because they are 
mere titles, while the others are in most cases 
titles and something more. Duke, Earl, Bishop, 
are not merely titles ; they wear hadges of actual 
rank; they are originally, aud still to some ex- 
tent, descriptions of office. - But we call people 
Mr. and Mrs., not to express rank or office, fut 
simply to avoid what passes for the undue fa- 
miliarity of calling them in Greek or Iceland’s 
fashion, simply John and Marv. The custom 
undoubtedly came in through the use of official 
deBcriptions. A man was called John the Karl, 
or Peter the Bishop, or anything else, greater or 
smaller, to mark him off from those Johns or 
Peters who held some other office or no office at 
all. The official description easily slides into 
the title used, not merely to describe office, but 
to express respect. But, as long as the descrip- 
tion marks out any deunate office, or even any 
@efinite rank, it is hot a mere title; it really 
serves to point out what the man is, and not 
merely to avoid the necessity of callug him by 
his simple Christian or surname. f John 
Churchill is Duke of Marlborough, we call him 
Duke of Marlborough, not merely to avoid cail- 
ing bim John Churchill, but to express the 
fact that he is Duke of Marlbor- 
ongh. But if John Churchill is nothing 
but John Churchill, and we call him Mr. John 
Churchill; we do so, not to express any fact at 
all, but merely to avoid the seeming rudeness of 
calling bum simply John Churchill. Thus the 
Icelander recognized the official rank of the 
Governor and the Bishop, only be differs from 
us m holding that plain Sigurd and Ingebiorg 
have no need to be called anything but Sigurd 
and Ingebiorg. 

In this way it is plain that the “untitled 
classes” are really those who are most truly 
titled, those to whom titles are most habitually 
given simply as titles and for no other reason. 

Europe, except the happy Icelanders, con- 
forms to the fashion, and there seems no great 
likelihood that the rest of Europe will go back to 
the “amp, practice of one unsophisticated 
island. ow deeply embedded the practice is in 
all modern habits of thought is shown by the 
fact that when the First French Republicans 
determined to abolish titles all that they did was 
to abolish the old titles, and to invent a new title 
of their own. When aman was called Citizen 
Roland, it was no less a title—imdeed, according 
to our showing it was much more of a title 
than if he had been called Duke of mont- 
morency. A man was pot to becalled Monsieur, 
but he was to be called Citoyen; but Coen 
expressed just as muchas Monsieur, the feeling 
which distinguishes all of us from the Greek, 
the Roman, and the Icelander, the shrinking 
from calling a mau by his 2 and notbing 
else. It never came into the he of an Athenian 
or a Roman to speak of a man as Citizen 
Perikles, or Citizen Cxsar, though there would 
really have been more sense in so doing than 
there was among the French Republicans, for 
no Athenian or Roman had declared that all 
men were equal, and the title of citizen might 
have expressed the verv wide distinction between 
the memberof the ruling commonwealth and 
the member of any of the inferior classes, from 
the mere slave up to the Latin or 
the Piataian. And even in those cases 
where intimate friendship, or any other 
ground, causes men to speak of one another 
simply by their names, itis only done privately 
and among equals. The man whom we speak to 
as Smith becomes Mr. Smith in a speech or an 
article, and in the like sort thé undergraduate, 
to whom Smith is Smith from the very begin- 
ning, speaks of Mr. Smith either to his tutor or 
to his scout. Thus, even when we go furthest 
in dropping titles, we do not dare to drop them 
altogether ; we have not got back to the stage of 
talking of Peri les and Sigurd at all times and 
to all — There is, indeed, one exception, 
though notin our owa country. He who finds 
himself reviewed in a German periodical enjoys 
the privilege of being praised or blamed by his 
simple surname and nothing else; and it might 
be woll to set up au interchange of privilege in 
this matter. If for no other cause, yet for this, 
that, as the German and the Englishman, if they 
try their hand at any kind of title, are sure to 
miscall one anocher, & good deal of inaccuracy is 

-saved if they agree to call one auotber by no 
title at all.

A peer's son is 
an Esguire; “Esquire” is therefore his proper 
description; he is also entitled to the compli- 
mentary adjective ‘‘ Honorable.” The substan- 
tive and the adjective in no way exclude one an- 
other. One might make a long list of usages in 


the way of ticles which are absurd and ungram- . 


matical; as, for instance, the last new piece of 
affectation, ** The Reverend the Honorable A. 
B., which seems to have just dispiaeced ** The 
Honorable and Reverend A. B,” which is gram- 
matical and intelligitle. But it is enough to 
point out the crowning absurdity of such phrases 
as Her Majesty,” Her Majesty the Queen,” 
and the like. They are vulgar corruptions of 
the fine old formula, the Queen's Majesty.“ 
When the King, Prince, Duke, or other exalted 
person has once been described, it is sense and 
grammar to go on speaking of His Majesty,” 
His Highness,” His Grace“ but it is clearly 
ungrammatical totalk of His Majesty” when 
nothing bas gene before His” to refer to. 
And Her Majesty the Queen,” can all the her- 
alds in the land parse these words? When 
Charles the First greeted Laud on his highest 
promotion with the words My Lord's Grace of 
Canterbury, you are welcome,” he spoke the 
King's English ; but His Grace the Archbishop 


of Canterbury is simply gibberish. 


From these difficuities, aud from these courtly 
vulgarisms, men were of old free at Athens, and 
they are still free at Iceland. 


INDIAN HOSTILIRIES. 


Reports of Massacres and Torturings 
Are They Exaggerated Gen. Pope 
Attributes the Outrages to Disguised 
Desperadoes. 

From the Leavenworth (Kan.) Times, June . 
From Camp Supply comes by telegraph the 
news of au attack made on the stage when near 

Dodge City, and the wounding of the corporal iu 

cbarge of the military escort. Stock is being 

driven off by the hundred head, and the settlers 

and citizens are powerless to prevent it. It 18 

claimed that there are not troops enough in the 

vicinity to protect the settlement, to say nothing 
about keeping the mavuraudeis from stealing 
stock and slaughtering unprotected settlers and 
traders. Tue greatest excitement prevails at

From Medicine Lodge comes the report of a 

massacre more horrible than any we have ever 
been called upon to-record. Biiiy Roberts, mail 
agent on the Santa Fe Road, came in yesterday 
afternoon and confirmed the report. He said 
that on Monday the stage in from tue south was 
attacked near Medicine Lodge by a band of 
prowling savages, and six men, including the 
mail agent, were shot and scalped by the blood- 
thirsty villains. The massacre has created con, 
siderable excitement in that vicinity, and the in- 
habitants are forming themselves into companies 
for their own defense, 


From the Leavenworth (Kan.) Journal, June B. 

From a letter received in this citv, dated Dodge 
City, June 21, we learn the following particu- 
lars of the Indian depredations in the South- 
west. 

Five white men have been scalped and one 
shot through the abdomen. 

The first man attacked (a Mr. Dudley) was tied 
to a wagon and his finger and toe nails pulled 
out by the roots. He was then thrown upon 
the ground, a stake driven through him, and 
scalped. 

The second man, by name Tom Waller, had 
both bis arms cut off and was then scalped. 

The third man, Cheyenne Jack, was tied toa 
wagon and scalped. . 

The fourth was scalped in his own bed and His 
house fired. 

The üfth man, named Warren, lives near Dodge 
City, isa freighter to Camp Supply. He was 
making areturn trip to Dodge City, and when 
about twenty-two miles from the latter point, it 
being night, he with his four companions was 
camped out. Sometime during the night the 
Indians stampeded their horses. Warren took 
one of the party with bim and started on foot 
for home. Near Mulberry Creek they discovered 
the trail of their horses, and near by a pony, 
which they caught, and Warren mounted and 
hastened homeward, leaving his companions to 
follow on foot. Warren was afterwards found 
six miles from home, shot five times and nearly 
half nis head cut off. He leaves a wife and six 
children. 

The writer goes on to state that the arms sent 
by the Governor are uot what is wanted, and 
will be returned. He says that on the hills near 
Dodge the signals of the Indians an be seen at 
night, consisting of blazing pine kuots and bun- 
dles of brush tossed into the air to attract the 
attention of other tribes. The settlers think 
there are about 5,000 Indians forming together, 
— the whites are I repared for a — at- 
tack. 

Since writing the above we have met Mr. J. C. 
Ki:kpatrick, a County Commissioner of Barbour 
County, who states that he was yesterday in To- 
peka ia conference with the Governor, C. C. Be- 
mis, Chairman of the Commissioners of Barbour 
County, and Charles Collins, Sheriff of Reno 
County, in reference to the Indian depredations 
in bis county. He learns that eight citizens 
have been killed. The people have deserted 
their claims, and are in stockades at Medicine 
Lodge, Kiowa, and Sun Cuy. All the horses in 
the county have been run off, and houses have 
been fired into at Kiowa. 

There is evidently a move on the frontier for 
a general Indian raid. Mr. Kirkpatrick says 
there can beno doubt of the connection of 
white men with the raid. 

Lhe settlers must bave aid in the way of arms 
and rations or abandon the county. The Gov- 
ernor is doing all he can, and has telegraphed to 
Ft. Leavenworth and Washington in the 
matter.

THE WAGNER THEATRE. 


Affairs at Bayreuth--Prospects of the 
Rerormed ra. 
Bayreuth (June 5) a — of the London Daily 
ewe, 


After a lapse of exactly two years I visited 
Bayreuth again, a few oe ago, in order to see the 

resent state of Richaid Wagner’s Niebelungen 

heatre. I was surprised to find the external 

structure almost finished. The theatre is now 
the first building seen by the traveler in ap- 
proaching the city by rail. The interior is, bow- 
ever, quite bare; the machinery cannot be pro- 
cured for some time to come, and the peform- 
ances of the Ring of Niebelungen have — 
been poscponed until the s of 1876. This 
is the second postponement. agner’s original 
plan was to bring out the Rag 
in the present summer; but he made his caicu- 
lations on the hope of a warmer support from 
the Germans than he has thus far met with— 
made them when he laid the foundation-stone 
of the theatre, two years ago this Whitsuntide. 
when over 2,000 musicians aod singers had 
gathered to do him honor. His plan was to give 
three entire performances of the four parts of 
the Ring.” The ge! | funds were to be 
procured from the sale of 1,000 “ patrons’” 
ticke.s at 3,000 thalers apiece. Three hundred 
thousand thalers (say, in round numbers, 
£50,000) was the sum he required. 

Thanks to the exertions of Wagner's per- 
sonal friends, and of the many W „ Si- 
„ties in Germany, aud in Eugland —＋ Amer- 
ica, 100,000 thalers was quickly subscribed. 
With this sum Wagner at once commenced 
erecting the theatre. Then suddenly the foun- 
tain stopped, as it were, and some moaths ago 
it was tuouht by many, composer's great 
plans would fall through. And this would doubt- 
less have been the case had not King Ludwig of 
Bavaria in ‘come to the assistance of bis 
friend, and generously placed a credit of 200,000 
thalers at Wagner's disposal, with the condition, 
however, tha: the sum ve repaid outof the funds 
resulting from the sale of tickets in the future. 
The assertion that the young monarch presented 
the composer with the money unconditionally is 
not true. Since receipt of this royal credit some 
months ago, Wagner has completed all his con- 
tracts for machinery, scenery and interior fittings, 
and the work will henceforth go rapidly for- 
ward. If the outside etrikes us oddly with its 
appearance, which may be likened to a happy 
union of an ornamental and a large 
thot-tower, the interior sui prises us with its 
innovations, and at the same time with its 
adaptability for theatrical purposes. The stage 
is of vast dimensions, and can now be seen 
its fuli proportions. It is sunk a depth of 
37 feet, and has a height up to the pulley floor 
of 176 feet. Itisin breadth 95 feet, by 79 in 


j length, and will have ten side-scenes. The 


further stage, back of this. is 40 fest long b 
49 broad. The width of the proscenium 
be 45 fest, —the widest, I believe, in Ger- 
many. The young architect, Herr Runck- 
evitz, who superintends the works for the 
builders, pointed out to me the peculiarities of 
the stage, the auditory and the. orchestral 
space. On the stage there will be neither foot- 
hghts nor prompter’s box. Wagner intends 
that bis singers dall be firmly seated in the 
saddle ere they appear before the public. The 
stage scenery is being painted by the Brothers 
Bruckner in Coburg, from the designs of Hoff- 
manu in Vienna. The smaller pieces will be 
finished in Coburg, the larger in Bayreuth, in 
a large wooden hall erected at the rear of the 
theatre. The portion of the theatre devoted to 
the audience u remarkable for its simplicity. 
The plans were made principally from Wagner's 
own sketches. There will be no boxes; even 
the royal circle at the back will only be ele- 
vated a few feet above the level of the 
last row of seats. Commencing immediate- 
ly in front of the space, the 
rows of seats rise step by step, as they 
‘‘amphitheatrically,” if I may so expres it, 
the last row being twenty or more feet higher 
than the firat, but the view of the stage being 
nowhere obstructed. In most theatres the ordi- 
nary form is the elongated semicircle ; in the 
new Bayreuth Theatre we bave the horseshoe 
form in the shape of an exact segment of a 
circle, the seats growing in width as they re- 
cede; so that, while the first row has a width 
correspouding with the proscenium (about 50 
feet), the last row and the royal circle or gallery 
extend to a width of over 100 feet. The great 
width of the auditory (114 feet), and the com- 
paratively small depth (79 feet) from the or- 
chestra to the royal gallery, enable each of the 
audience to command an almost perfect 
prospective view of the scene represented on 
the stage, The ceiling of this part appears 
low to us, accustomed as we are to high tiers of 
boxes crowned with the upper gallery. There 
will be but one gailery, ö over the 
royal gallery, and this is simply made for the 
accommodationgf the citizens (500) of Bayreuth, 
some of whom Wagner will invite to see the 
performance gratis. The sides of the auditor 
will be rendered slightly ornamental by pillars ; 
but there will be nothing in the entire space to 
divert the gttention of the audience fiom the 
stage aud the scenes thereon represented. The 
approach to the first dozen rows of seats nearest 
the stage will be through four doors on either 
side; the back rows will be reached by entering 
the front of the theatre, two passage-ways then 
leading underneath the royal circle and 
half a score of the back rows, and 
emerging about a third of the way 
down. In this simply constructed au- 
ditory there will be seats for 1,500 persons, so 
that the theatre will hold, including the gallery 
for the Bayreuthers, about 2,000 persons, 
Wagner's arrangement of bis orchestra is an 
interesting experiment. Desirous of present- 
ing his stage pictures without any interraption 
to the gaze, and thefefore of removing the me- 
ohauical production of music from sight, he 
came upon the idea of rendering his orchestra 
invisible to the audience. To this end, he sinks 
the orchestral space 17 feet below the level of 
the stage. The orchestra, which is to const of

THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE BUILDING. 

The building was constructed by M. D. wells & Ooi, 
to be used in this manner: The first floor and bare- 
ment for their own salesrooms ; the second and third 
to be rented as sallesrooms ; and the fourth and fifth 
floors for their factory. A stairway ran from the front 
of the building to the third story, where it ended, 
Anotber stairway ran from the rear of the building

In Southern California there are many old | 
Spanish families, and many Spanish estates, 
miles and miles in extent. Ou these old estate 
are old-fashioned adobe-houses,—gaunt and 
grim in appearance, —that have been occupied 
for many years. These structures are not par- 
ticularly attractive in appesrance extergally, 
though, within, they are adorned with taste, and 
some of them are handsomely furnished. Seen 
at a distance, they look like a wall of dark-brown 
bricks (except those which have been white- 
washed), and heavy window-shutters close the 
few windows they contain.

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LYING IN THE BEECHER-TILTON CASE. 
If Tilton’s letter tells nothing but the truth 
(and it reads like a straightforward, veracious, 
and withal manly document), it reveals not only 
that Mr. Beecber,—the man whom Dr. Leonard 
Bacon describes as “a treasure to the Church 
Universal, to his country, and his age,”—has 
fallen from his high estate, but also that some 
members of Mr. Beecher’s Church have an apti- 
tude for lying not inferior to that of some men 
who have spent more time in the Tombs than in 
listening to the eloquence of the treasures of the 
Church Universal, of the country, and the age. 
I was the lying about Mr. Tilton that, at last 
compelled him to tell what seems very like the 
truth, though not the whole truth, as 
Mr. Tilton evidently holds some of bis 
powder inreserve. Mr. Shearman, Clerk of Ply- 
bas prevaricated. If Mr. Beecher did not pre- 
varicate himself, he allowed others to do so for 
him, and thus led Dr. Bacon to put his foot into it 
most wretchedly. More than this, there was ly- 
ing not only by individuals, but ty whole Com- 
mittees of the Church, and there were lies which 
could mot be traced to their source as well as lies 
that could. There has been lying from begin- 
ning to end, from Alpha to Omega. There was 
lying by words, and lying by action. Thus, when 
Mr. West really wanted to investigate Mr. Beecher. 
he acted out the deception of wanting to mvesti- 
gate Mr. Tilton. And when Mr. Tilton declined 
to accept a copy of thecharges addressed to him, 
on the ground that he was not a member of the 
‘Plymouth Church, instead of a report of his 
declination, the Committee said that he had 
been cited to appear; that he refused, and was 
therefore dropped from the rolls of the Church ! 
The fact was that, instead of having been re- 
quested to answer the charges of having circu- 
lated scandals against the pastor, Mr. Tilton was 
requested not to answer them. 

Next comes Mr. Shearman, who, in reference 
to the Beecher-Tilton scandal, said that Tilton 
was out of his mind, off his balance; 
and that: Mrs. Tilton had occasioned 
the whole affair while in a half-crazed 
condition, in one of her mediumistic fits; 
and yet he afterwards comes forward and denies - 
all this as untrue, thus branding himself as a 
liar in the fire instance. And pow comes the 
Ohristian Union and takes to lying like the 
Church Committee, repeating the very same 
falsehoods which the latter had originated, viz. : 
That Tilton had been cited to answer charges 
which he bad really been requested not to 
answer, although the article in which the mis- 
representation was contained was written after 
Mr. Tilton’s correction of the falsehood. It was 
vaid of Mr. Tilton that specific charges of s 
grossly unchristian character were presented 
against him by a brother in the Church, which 
charges he declined to answer—the very re- 
verge of the truth. Again, on May 4. 1874, 
Mr. Tilton addressed a letter to the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, the Rey. 8. B. Halliday, and Mr. 
Thomas G. Shearman, offering to restore 
% them an opportunity, which, it was said, 
had been thrown away, of vindicating Mr. 
Beecher's character, promising that he would 
appear, if cited by them, at any time within the 
nent thirty days, before the bar of Plymouth 
Oburch. Mr. Shearman wrote to Tilton, May 
18. 1874, that his note of the 4th had been re- 
oeived, read by Mr. Halliday, and, with his con- 
eurrence, submitted to the Examining Commit- 
tee. Subsequently Mr. Halliday said that, if such 
„ letter had been written by Mr. Tilton, he 
had no knowledge of it. Later the Brook- 
tyn Eagle ptbliched a statement saying that 
the Trustees of Piymouth Church denied that 
Theodore Tilton had addressed such @ letter to 
. them, and that the story that such a letter had 
deen sent them was false from beginning to

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

The legal relations between the United States 
and the territory set apart and known as the 
District of Columbia, have very properly attract- 
ed the attention of the country, and should 


| result in a clear and defined policy. The Con- 


stitution of the United States contains, among 
the enumerated powers of Congress, this pro- 
i 25 : ro 

To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases what- 
soever over such District (not exceeding ten miles 
square) as may, by cessions of particular States, and 
become the seat of the 
Government of the United States. 

The purpose of the founders of the Govern- 
ment was to separate the political capital of the 
nation from the commercial or manufacturing 
capitals. The founders of the Government in- 
tended to avoid the evil which had prevailed in 
other countries, where the Government was 
menaced and overawed by the population of 4 
great metropolis. This was to bea government. 
of law, and the Government was to be protected 
in the performance of its duties by the public 
respect, and not by force or the presence of 2 
standing army, which of itself might be used as 
a means of destruction. That this seat of Gov- 
ernment should be removed from the jurisdic- 
tion of any one or more States, and should be 
absolutely under the jurisdiction of Congress, 
was felt to be an imperative necessity. Mr. 
Madison, writingin the Federalist, explaining 
and defending the clause, said: ; 

Without it, not only the public suthority might be 
insulted and its proceedings be interrupted with im- 
punity, but a dependence of the members of the Gen- 
eral Government on the State comprehending the seat 
of Government, for protection in the exercise of their 
duty, might bring on the National Councils an imputa- 
tion of awe, or influence equally dishonorable to the 
Government, and dissatisfactory to the other members 
of the Confederacy. This consideration has the more 
weight, as the gradual accumulation of public improve- 
ments at the stationary residence of Government 
would be too great à public pledge to be left in the 
hands of a single State, and would create so many ob- 
stacles to a removal of the Government as still further 
to abridge its necessary independence. 

The subsequent action of Congress confirms 
this view of the original purpose. The seat of 
Government was located in what was then a 
primeval forest, the only mhabitants residing. in 
farm houses widely separated. The original 
owners had no idea of locating a city where 
Washington now stands. The lands for the 
Capital City were purchased under the condition 
that the city should be laid off by the Govern- 
ment with streets, squares, etc., under the direo- 
tion of the President. The President was to 
select from the lands so laid off all the squares, 
tracts, and other portions of the territory as he 
might deem proper for the uses of the Govern- 
ment, and the remaining lots, etc., were to be 
equally divided between the Government and the 
original proprietors. The lots thus obtained by the 
Government were to be sold from time to time, 
and the proceeds were to constitute a fund from 
which the cost of the original plan of improve- 
ment was to be paid. 

The Government was thus made absolute own- 
er in fee siniple not only of all the large reser- 
vations and public squares, blocks, etc., but of 
the streets and avenues and one-half the build- 
ing lots in the city. The Government also re- 
tained the absolute right to regulate, from time 
to time, the materials and style-of all private 
buildings in the city. The plan of the city 
adopted was exclusively made in reference to the 
uses of the Government, and the exclusion of 
any convenience of the people who might reside 
there. The city was laid off upon a 
scale previously unknown in any country. 
No population of any mere political city 
could be expected ever to improve and maintain it 
upon such a plan. The avenues and streets were 
of a width, and p\aced at such extraordinary an- 
gles, as to preclude all thought of trade and com- 
merce. These streets and avenues are also in- 
tercepted by immense reservations for public 
use, destroying all continuity of any thorough- 
fare on which business might be attempted. 
There are 260 miles of streets and avenues, and 
these range from 90 to 160 feet in width,—the 
streets and avenues actually embracing one-half 
the area of the city. The extent of this part of 
the plan may be judged from the following com- 
parative area of the streets to the whole area of 


The streets are of four classes,—of 90, 110, 
130, and 160 feet wide. The latter class are the 
avenues. The regular streets run north and 
south and east and west, crossing each other at 
right angles. The avenues are divergent, form- 
ing, at the intersections in the streets, numer- 
ous triangular spaces. The reservations of 
ground by the Government were most expen- 
sive. They included not only all that has ever 
been needed for the public buildings and 
grounds, but originally included many large 
blocks, one to be held for each State, and others 
for the residences of foreign Ministers, and for 
colleges and ehurches. In fact, it was to be a 
national city, of which the Government was 
owner of more than two-thirds of the entire 
area. It never was intended that this magnifi- 
cent city should be under the control of any 
mere local Government, or that the plan should 
be carried out at the exclusive cost of the small 
resident population. 

The House Judiciary Committee had this sub- 
ject referred to them, and s month ago, through 
Judge Poland, of Vermont, made a report in 
which these points were maintained: 1. That 
Congress has absolute legislative authority over 
every rightful suject of legislation within the 
District, without any reservation w er to 
any State or Statés,.or to the people within the 
District itself.

It is an unquestionable fact that no popula- 
tion such as is resident in Washington, and ex- 
cluded from commerce and manufactures, can 
keep the streets and avenues of that city in re- 
pair, much less grade and improve them, with- 


out considerable aid from the General Govern- 


ment. It being a national city and not a local 
one, it should be governed directly by the Gen- 


j eral Government, and its affairs placed, like 


those of the Indians, the coast survey, or the 
public lands, in the management of a Commis- 
sioner under the Interior Department, and this 
Commissioner should be made responsibie to 
Congress as the exclusive legislative authority, 
and to the Executive Department generally. A 
local Gavernment in the City of Washington is 
and must be a farce. No zuch thing was ever 
designed, and, now thatthe original plan of the 
city is really accomplished, Congress should step 
in and take absolute and exclusive charge of all 
the affairs of the District, and impose whatever 
taxes it may be deemed equitable that the citi- 
zens should pay. 


THE CHICAGO AND OTHER STINKING 
RIVERS 


Chicago does not boast the only mal-odorous 
river in the world. Streams anything but sweet- 
smelling, it would seem, are. the penalty that 
metropolitan towns usually have to pay for their 
greatness. The inhabitants of London complain 
of the Thames; those of Berlin of the Spree; 
and even the Seine is not univerraily praised for 
its purity. Of less important streams, the repu- 
tation of the Vesle at Rheims, the Mersey at 
Liverpool, the Irwell at Manchester, become at 
times, like our own, public nuisances. Not 
many years ago the Board of Health of the Town 
of Wakefield received from certain of the in- 
habitants a letter written with ink of a rather 
light color informing that body that, without its 
formal authorization so to do, they addressed 
them a few lines written with the water of the 
Calder, taken from the quarter where the city 
sewage had its outlet, and expressing their re- 
grete that the odor in that quarter could not be 
made to accompany their communication in the 
nature of a supplement. An official report says 
of the condition of the Irwell that, after it has 
carried away the sewage of 10,000 manufac- 
tories of every description, as well as the 
filth of the cities and villages which 
it has passed through, it is as _ viru- 
lent and black as the Styx. England has 
been forced to consider the question how to 
remedy these river-nuisances. Inquiries have 
been ordered to ascertain the best methods of 
purification, and numerous ella ys have appeared 
on the subject. France is endeavoring to profit 
by the experience of England; and in the last 
number of the Revue des deux Mondes there are 
as many as three works on subjects related to 
this question reviewed by Mr. R. Randau. Ac- 
cording to the reviewer, all the efforts hitherto 
made in England prove the near connection that 
exists between the disinfection of foul rivers and 
the utilization for fertilizing purposes of the 
sewage now carried to the sea. These are, Mr. 
Randau thinks, two terms of one and the same 
problem. The utilization of sewage for agri- 
cultural purposes is the only natural, rational, 
and practical method to protect rivers from the 
consequences of their proximity to large towns. 
The Commissions appointed by Parliament in 
1865 and in 1868, as wellas the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, are agreed 
on this point. The Commission appointed in 


. 1865 paid most attention to the condition of the 


Thames, the Ayr, and the Calder; that of 1868 
to the condition of the Mersey and the Ribble. 
Poisons of the worst kind were found in the 
waters, especially arsenic used in the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid. 

The methods hitherto proposed for ‘the purifi- 
cation of infected rivers may be divided into 
three classes : | 7 

1. The filtering or elutriation of the water. 

2. Purifying the dissolved matter by some 
chemical process. 

8. Theirrigation of poor soils by means of the 
water charged with the refuse of organic life. 

No means of filtration has yet been discovered 
which, in & short time and at a smal! expense, is 
capable of purifying a large body of water. The 
process of elutriation has not been any more 
successful. Allowing impure water to stand 
does not by any means improve it. Of 
methods to bring about the precipitation of the 
foul matters heid by the water in suspension, 
some sixty have-been proposed since the last 
century. The most that can be said of even the 
best of these methods is, that they do the work 
very imperfectly and then only at grest exnénse. 
The only method found at all practicable is to 
spread the foul waters over the fields. The 
sewage of Edinburg has been used for over a 
century to fertalize large sandy tracts. This plan 
has been tried in several cities of England 
and Scotland, in British India, in the plain 
of Gennevilliers near Paris, at Danizic 
and Berlin. It was objected to this 
method that lands irrigated in this 
way gave rise to miasmas; but the English Com- 


‘missioners say that there is no danger of this 


provided the waters are not permitted to run in 
open canals. The land should not be saturated 
with an excess of liquid, and care shouid be 
taken to provide drainage to carry it away when 
superabundant. Mr. Frankland, the well-known 
chemist, and Mr. Morton, Commussioners of 1868, 
are satisfied that the success of this irrigation 
process is due to the fact that the soil immedi- 
ately produces the filtration of the water, the 
direct consequence of which is a slow oxidation 
or combustion of the organic substances, and

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sulphurets, and produces exhalations of sulphu- 
retted hydrogen. When, instead of allowing such 
waters to undergo a process of patrid fermenta- 
tion; they are spread over a large surface and 
serated, the organic matter contained in them 
are oxidized by saturation, and Ser “ve water 
freed from the refuse may be allowed to flow 
back in a .purified condition to the river. 

The minutia of the operation can of course be 
learned only from the works specially devoted to

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 

The Committee of Underwriters appointed to 
investigate the circumstances attending the re- 
cent fire in the building occupied by M. D. 
Wells & Co., on the corner of Madison and Mar- 
ket streets, have made a report. They find that 
the building was first-class in every respect. It 
was furnished with a stand-pipe, with hose at- 
tachment upon each story; and that there was 


a tank in the fifth story with a capacity of 1,500 


ga lions of water. | 

The cause of the fire they attribute to the 
spontaneous combustion of the oil aod greasy 
waste and other sweepings of the factory. 
These are taken up every night, put 
in 4 box, and sent down to the boiler- 
On the Saturday 
night before the fire this box was 
not sent down as usual, but left on 
the fourth floor, near the windows on the 
west side of the building. The box contained all 
the materials for spontaneous combustion. Heat 
was generated slowly, so that at noon on Sun- 
day the foreman who visited the factory did not 
discover any tire. In time the heat burned through 
the box, thence through the floor, and thus 
slowly along until, when discovered at 4 o’clock 
Monday a. m., the fire burstout of the windows 
near the box. Air being thus admitted the fire 
spread rapidly to the fifth floor, burned the floor 
under the water-tank, and hastened the destruc- 
tion of the building. The Committee claim to 
have verified this theory of the fire by visits to 
other factories { there they found barrels of 
cotton-seed oil, cans of linseed oil, and others of 
turpentine; they found oily cloths full of oil 
and blacking ; they found also that these were 
swept up and kept in a box which is emptied 
weekly. In two of these other factories 
they found the same construction of

between the floors should never be concealed. 


The Committee state that if a fire should gain 


any headway in the fourth or fifth story of s 
first-class building it is a matter of some doubt 
whether it could be extinguished. Hose-eleva- 
tors are rarely of any service, and men cannot 
work with hose directly in front of windows 
through which fire may be bursting. They con- 
fess that the sure means of escaping great loss 
from fire occurring in the upher stories of high 
buildings is not yet discovered. 


BEECHER’S SILENCE. 

Theodore Tilton has arraigned Henry Ward 
Beecher before the country and the world on the 
charge of having committed against him an 
offeuse which he forbears to name or characier- 
ize. The precise nature of this unnamed and 
uncharacterized offense the general public do 
not know; but they do know enough of its 
nature to warrant them in saying that, if Mr. 
Henry Ward Beecher is indeed guilty of the 
crime laid at his door, he is not a fit person to 
occupy a Christian pulpit, or to teach morality 
to any one, or anywhere. They know, too, 
that, if any reliance can be placed on Mr. 
Tilton’s -veracity,—and we see no reason 
to doubt it in this instance,—the offense 
was no venial one. It was not simply such an 
offense (as Mr. Shearman, a friend of Beecher’s, 
commenting on Tilton’s letter, contends) as one 
gentleman may apologize to another for. Were 
this all, how explain Mr. Beecher’s letter of 
Jan. 1, 1871, in which, indeed, he does ask Mr. 
Tilton’s forgiveness, but adds that he humbles 
himself before him as he does before his God; 
‘that be will not plead for himself; and tlat he 
wishes he were dead! Now, men do not bumble 


themselves befofe God for a mere breach of 


etiquette; nor do they wish they -were dead 
when the misfortune that has overtaken them 


is sach as can be cyred by an apology. 


If Mr. Beecher wrote the letter above 
mentioned; if it is a correct portraiture of his 
‘conscience at the time he penned it, it proves 
that, whatever be Mr. Beecher’s offense, his con 
science is not as eared one; but then it proves, 
too, that it was at the time violently dis- 
turbed; that it racked him ; that its qualms were 
great—so great that he wished he were dead, 
and Mr. Tilton and wife in Europe. The letter 
in which Mr. Beecher makes these confessions 
is @ plea of. guilty to some grave offense against 
Mr. Tilton. The offense is admitted, but not 
named. That it is a grievous offense, Mr. 
Beecher's own letter proves; and that it amounts 
at least to the attempted seduction of a married 
woman, is established by a mass of circumstan- 
tial evidence too convincing to be overcome. 
The country calls on Mr, Beecher to come for- 
ward and in express terms make affidavit of his 
innocence, or confess his guilt. Mr, Beecher, 
however, intends to keep bis own counsel at 
present ; but he cannot be silent long. Were he 
like Tom Brown or John Smith, he could afford 
to be mient. But he is not like Tom Brown or 
John Smith, and cannot afford to be silent. He 
is the foremost preacher of the Gospel in the 
world. He is supposed to teach the doctrines of 
Christ and to live a life like that of Christ, pure 
and spotless. If Mr. Beecher does not live such 
a life; if whil s preaches purity he practices 
the arts of the seducer, and attempts the ruin of 
other men’s wives; if, in other words, his preach- 
ing and practice do not agree, he is a hypocrite. 
If while preaching purity by word, he is 
preaching lust by act, by influence, and example, 
the best use that Congregationalism can make of 


him is to dismiss him into the shgdes of private 


life, to afford him an opportunity to humble 
himself still more before God. Let it not hold 
him up any longer as a model Christian minister 
and teacher to the young men and women of the 
Let Congregationalists show Mr. 
Beecher that on the question of his innocence 
or guilt of the accusations brought against him 
by Theodore Tilton he cannot long be silent. A 
pure man in Mr. Beecher's place would 
not only not be silent under these charges, 
he wopld resent them, just as a pure woman 
would resent the solicitations of a libertine. Let 
Mr. Beecher come forward, confess his guilt, and 
retire from a position which no one but a pure 
man shou id fill. Or let him refute the charges 
brought against him. Let him show that the 
letter in which he is made to declare that he 
humbles himself before God and wishes that he 
‘was dead—a letter which points to some great 
wrong committed by him—is a forgery. a 

Mr. Beecher has been a kind of Pope among 
Protestants—at least among the Evangelical 
sects. His words have been looked upon as 
oracles and accepted as infallible—though not 
defined to be so by any Ecumenical Council. He 
has been the most prominent Protestant clergy- 
man in America—nay, in the world. He w 
known and read in England,.in Switzerland, in 
Germany, in France. His influence for good or 
evil is co-extensive with his reputation. And 


chis is another reason why he should, if it 


be possible, come out of the black cloud 
in which Mr. Tilton’s accusations have involved 
him. Beecher has inveighed, time and again, 
against impurity in every form. One of his 
most powerful discourses described the dreadful 
consequences to the soul of a lewd imagination. 
Let Mr. Beecher demonstrate that such an imag- 
ination was never his. And when he comes for- 
ward to vindicate himself, if he ever does, let 
him not follow the course of his and Jim 
Fisk's attorney, Mr. T. G. Shearman, and say, 
as the latter gentleman has said for him, that he 
(Beecher) never did anything very wrong; that 
the most that can be said against him is that he 
made improper advances to the wife of Mr. Til- 
ton—as though that were a light thing for a

Their occupation 
The current number of Good Words contains 
an article on “Pneumatic Drainage,” which. 


seems, upon its face at least, to present a very 


satisfactory solution of the sewage question. 
The article is written by Dr. Eadaile, who has 
given much attention to the subject and is en- 
thusiastically confident that the proposed plan 
will be adopted. In general terms pneumatic 
drainage is a svetem by which dirt can literally 
be biown out of every house, unnoticed by the 
inmates, and be conveyed to the country if such 
a form that agriculturists will eagerly compete 
for the possession of it. The inventor of pueu- 
matic drainage is one Capt. Liernur, a Dutch- 
man, and his invention professes to remove 
from houses human excreta, and to supply these 


to the agriculturist, undiluted by water. The | 


plan by which this feat is accomplished is as fol- 
lows : | 
In a building, in any convenient part of a town, is 
placed a steam engine, which drives an sir-pump, 20 
as to maintain about three-quarter vacuum in certain 
cast-iron hermetically-—closed reservoirs below the floor, 
From these reservoirs central pipes radiate in all di- 
rections, following the main streets, On these central 
pipes are laid, from distance to distance, street reser- 
voirs, below the pavement, From the street reser 
voirs, up and down the street, are main pipes, commu- 
nicating by ahort branch pipes with the closets of each 
house, All the junctions of pipes with reservoits 


ere furnished with cocks, which ean be shut off 


turned on at pleasure, like water-mains. 


or 


The vacuum created in the centre building 


reservoirs can thus be communiceted to any given 
street reservoir, so as to furnish the motive power by 
which, when the connections with the houses are 
opened, all the closets are simultaneously emptied. 
When their contents reach the central reservoir they 
are in like manner forced through the central tubes to 
the reservoirs under the central building, and thence 
transferred to a closed tank above ground, from which 
they are decamted into barrels without any escape of 
foul air. This is done every twenty-four hours, be- 
fore the excreta ferment aud become offensive, and 
they are at once converted into poudretie without ex- 
posure to the air. 


Pneumatic drainage is not altogether a theory. 
Prof. Ranke has testified to its use in removing 
excreta from the barracks at Prag with success, 
and it has been applied to many towns in Hol- 
land, Austria, and Germany, the cost being only 
£2 per bead of the population, and the profits 
4s. per head, after deducting working expenses 
and interest. The inventor has figured upon 
the possible expenses for some of the English 
towns, and calculates that Glasgow, for in- 
stance, would receive an income at the rate of 
10s. per head of its population of 500,000, or 
£250,000 annually. As to the use of this ma- 
nure by farmers, the promoter of the scheme 
has no doubt. It has long been in use in Japan, 
Hungary, and Bohemia, and the great objection 
to its use hitherto has been the vast quantity 
of it that was necessary. When, however, 
the farmers can get it carefully and inof- 
fensively packed in barrels, and undiluted, 
he is sure that they will gladly welcome 
it. He says, in regard to the financial features 
of the plan: I do not first construct conduits 
to get focal matter away from the town and then 
look around for means to dispose of it. I com- 
mence by entering into contracts with farmers 
for delivery of certain quantities of undiluted 
and fresh excreta. The pneumatic tubes are 
then laid to get the matter I agree to furnish.” 

The proposal has made a deep impression upon 
the minds of the English authorities, and in 
Liverpool and some of the other large cities of 
England steps are being taken to inspect the 
workings of the plan, It ia certainly worthy of 
a careful examination. If it is all it claims to 
be, it not only provides an . admirable plan for 
utilizing sewage, but it may perfect the sanitary 
systems of large cities and work magical changes 
in the public health. cna 7 : 
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REGULATING THE RITUALISTS. 

The Church of England is again convulaed 
with the Ritualistic controversy. “A bill for 
the regulation of public worship bas passed the 
House of Lords.” It means the regulation of 
the publie worship of the Ritualists evidently, 
for the telegrams inform us that they “ are fu- 
rious about it, and declare that if it is carried 
the immediate consequence will be the secession 
of a large number of both clergymen and lay- 
men from the Established Church, and the or- 
ganization of a Church of their own, with one 
or two of the ex-Colonial Bishops at their head.” 
It is also ‘“‘ rumored” that the bill has been 
prepared under the direct inspiration of the 
Queen.” This is very improbable, partly be- 
cause the Queen has never been ina the habit of 
bestowing her “ direct inspiration” upon Par- 


liamentary measures, but mostly because she is | 


a lady of pronounced Broad-Church sympathies. 
While her aversion for both the abstemious Lows 
and the excessive Highs is probably as vehement 
as any other of her animosities, it would be in- 
consistent with her policy as a Constitutional 
Monarch, and as 2 Broad-Church head of the 
English Church, for her to “inspire” her Pri- 
mate to the extent of a bill, or bull, designed to 
„ regulate” the Ritualists. True to the attitude 
of the Broads, she would rather tolerate all par- 
ties than amputate any of them. 

There can be no doubt that the conduct of the 
Ritualists has deen enough to harrow up the 
souls of their Evangelical brethren. For ex- 
ample, the Thirty-first Article of the Church of 
England declares that the sacrifices of Masses, 
in the which it was commonly said that the 
priest did offer Christ for the quick and the 
dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, were 
blasphemous fables and dangerous deceits.” All 
of which to the contrary notwithstanding, “s 
Missa Defunctorum was celebrated” recently at 
St. Mary’s Church, Soho, London, for the repose 
of the soul of the late esteemed Vicar.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad, seeing the necessity for such a thing, 
have this season commenced running à regular 
train from Chicago to this place, to accommodate 
the Chicago people who visit this place. many of 
whom have their families here, and come out 
once or twice a week, or as business will permit.

HISTORY OF MAPS. 


Away back in the 424 Olympiad, when Kings 
ran foot-races with ‘‘ newsboys,”—almost 600 
years before the Christian era,—there dwelt at 
Milet : 

THALES, 


oneof the Seven Wise Menof Greece. It is 
enough to say of him that he was a Grecian 
Philosopher. Whether he ever had a sheep- 
skin diploma or not, don't matter. History 
gives bim the credit of introducing to the world 
the familiar theory of thesignsof the Zodiac, 
and of being the first ene to calculate 
eclipses. This information was given to the 
world shortly after bis return from Egypt, that 
famous old seat of learning in those days. Like 
other wise men of his age, he gloried in impart- 


ing instruction to his peers, and particularly to 


the youth of his country. 

ANAXIMANDER 
was one of his fortunate pupils, and not only 
made himself master of the science of his tutor, 


tinguished old sage. Without the assistance of 


any corner-lot endowment, or other auxiliary 
that we know of, he set up a school. and prob- 
ably taught Philosophy. To him is ascribed 
the honor of discovering the obliquity of the 
Zodiac. He was a famous traveler, gieening 
from every part of the then knowa world mate- 
rials for the development of science; and, tbe 
better to disseminate the information derived 
from his studies and travels, he published a 
map of the world as it was then known. To 
him, therefore, belongs the honor of being the 
FIRST INVENTOR OF MAPS. 

Two hundred years later, Socrates, by way of 
renroof to Alcibiades for his pride, told him to 
look ou the map for his estates; which is good 
testimony that the Grecians made use of them.

CHICAGO TO SALT LAKE CITY.

Though corn in 
many localities is amall, yet it has a good stand, 
and a good, healthy color; and the ground, as a 
rule, is in fine tilth and free of weeds. The late 
rains were abundant from the eastern base of 
the mountains to this city, and, with one good 
rain in July, @® tremendous crop of this 
staple will be insured. It is not wise, per- 
haps, to discount the future, but, unless all 
signs fail, Providence is about to unlock His 
storehouse of golden grain, and pour it forth 
until there is no room for storage. This pros- 
pect and this hope area sure basis of faith to 
nerve the failing heart of the business- man as 
well as the farmer.

Bishep Mare Protests Against the 


Custer Expedition—Custer Promised 

Plenty of Fighting. 

Speciat Diepateh to Ine Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Pavt, Juve 27.—The delayed war mate- 
rial for Custer's expedition, sent from here this 
morning by special freight, will reach Bismarck 
on Monday morning. About the same time 


| Custer will receive a document from Bishop 


Hare, of Neobruvah, I learn indirectly from 
the writer, being a vigorous protest of that pre- 
late against Custer’s project, which was ad- 
dressed to the President. Being seut to him 
through the Secretary of the Interior, it was 
referred without advice or comment to the 
Secretary of War, by him to the commanding Gen- 
eral, and so on down to Custer. 
Bishop Hare’s protest refers to the treaty 
of 1868, by which the sole occupancy of 
the Black Hills and adjacent country* was 
guaranteed to the Indians, and under which 
three military poste in the reserved country 
were abandoned, and have not since been occu- 
pied, and asserts that Custer’s expedition will 
do more harm to the President's policy of civil- 
izing the Indians than can be undone by all in- 
fluences combined in many years. : 
About 5,000 Sioux are settled on farmin 
reservations. Through these I am informed that 
several delegations from huntor-bands have 
gone to Custer, urging and beggivg him 
not to break their treaty by invading their 
country. Custer told them his purposes 
were peaceful. He would not attack them 
but would defend himself if attacked, and 
would proceed to. any part of the country he 
pleased. The delegates, returning to the bands, 
could not give them eatisfacto 
counseled them to prepare for the worst. Since 
then the hunter Indians have bidden defiance to 
Custar instead of pleading for peace, and are 
convinced that his purposes are not peaceful; 
that he means to occupy tbe Black Hills country, 
and bring iu the whites to dispossess them. They 
will therefore assemble all their well-armed war- 
riors, about 5.000, and will dispute Custer’s ad- 
vance at every opportunity. The farmer 
Sioux, who had hoped a few 
vears to induce the major part of the hunters to 
join them, are discouraged. Tbe missionaries 
and agents are much dissatisfied, saying the 
country is about being piunged into a great 
Indian war, which will cost millons of money 
and many lives; that there is no sufficient cause 
or excuse for the expedition ; that but for the 
attempts from Montaua to invade their country 
there would be no Sioux hostile to the whites ; 
that considering the numbers of that people, 40,- 


_ 000, with their mode of life and frequent contact 


with reckless whites, their general peacabie in- 
climation is remarkable. The hunter Indians 
carefully protect the Black H-lis, even from 
themselves, as a grand game preserve. It is 
their annual Council ground, their last reliance. 

Finally, it is charged by those denouncing the 
expedition that its first object is to give an op- 
portunity for the promotion of Ouster, its sub- 
ordinate objects being a war to interest the 
country and incline it to favor a military Pres- 
ident, with the hope that the opening cf a new 
and rich country will help loosen currency. 

One of my informants adds that Custer will 
not be disappointed in fight ng. He will have 
encugh of it, but will be ppointed in gold, 
of which he will find none. 

It is reported here to-day that apart of the 
members of the volunteer Scientific Corps, learn- 
ing from Bismarck people and Custer’s scouts 
the true state of facts, have determined to abau- 
don the expedition. 


Indian Murders Reported Near Dodge 
City, Kan. 

Sr. Lovis, June 27.—A last Leavenworth 
Times says mail advices from Dodge City, Kan., 
connrm the telegrapbic reports that the Indians 
in that vicinity have assumed a hostile attitude, 
and are murdering citizens and depredating 
upon property. They killed a man named War- 
ren, near Muibe Creek. and took his entire 
scalp off. Two bunters killed at Doby Wells, 
four soldiers at Camp Supply wounded, and a lot 
of stock run off. A party of leading ciuizens of 
Dodge City, including the Hon. James Hanra- 
ban, J. Riney, J. Leonard, Red Clara, W. Twil- 
ler, who started for the Canadian River in Texas 
on the 7th inst., were attacked at Sharp. Creek, 
75 miles trom Dodge City. Ali their stock was 
captured, and itis feared that the whole party.

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THE GRANT PABISH CASE. 


Decision of the United States Circuit 
Court Under the Ku-Kiux Act. 

_ New ORLEans, June 27.—In the United States 

Circuit Court, in the Grant Parish case, Judge 

Woods rendered a decision on motion for a new 

trial, which was refused. 

The extra Picayune gives the following ac- 
count of the further proceedings in the Grant 
Parish case: At 12 o’clock Justice Bradley took 
his seat on the bench with Judge Woods, and 
anoounced that he had prepared a decision upon 
the points raised by Mr. Marrin arrest of judg- 
ment and testing the. constitutionality 
of Ku-Klux act. Justice Brad- 
ley ‘yead his decision, most 
lengthy, exhaustive, and intelligent one.- Under 
the indictment the prisoners were chaiged with, 
first, conspiracy to o away certain rights from 
citizens of African descent: second, the com- 
mission of murder whilst eagaged in this conspir- 
acy, and found guilty of sixteen counts. at 
Congress has the rigut to pass laws to carry out 
the provisions of the Thirteent, Fourteenth, and 
Fifteenth Amendments, no one will deny. The 
question 18, is the law for this right. The Thir- 
teenth Amendment declares that all persons in 
the United Staces shall not be disqualified trom 
voting on account of races, color, or 
previous condition. The United States is 
not given the power to pass laws 
relative to elections or voting, but simply to see 
that the States do not mterfere with these 
rights. The United States has only the power 
to see these rights enforced. The moment the 
State fails to comply with the duties eaforced 
upon it, the United States is called on to inter- 
fere, and the interference of Congress, when 
a State is ready to punish a violation of these 
rights, is unnecessary, injudicious, and illegal. 
To constitute an offense of which the United 
States bas jurisdiction it must be 
shown that a consviracy was formed 
to take away certain rights from a 
person on account of his race, color, or previous 
condition. The Fifteenth Amendment declares 
that the right of every citizen of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied by the United 
States or any State on account of his race, color, 
or previous condition. When a State refuses

THE LISBON EARTHQUAKE. 
A Fearful Tragedy of the Last Century. 

‘ From the Juiy Lipmmncott, 

The morning of Noy. 1, 1755, dawned serene, 
but the heavens were bazy, since midnight the 
thermometer had risen degree, and stood at 
9 o’clock at 14 above freezing, Reaumer. As it 
was the feast of All Saints, the churches were 
thronged from an early hour. and all their altars 
brilhantly illuminated with thousands of tapers 
and aecorated with garlands of various tin 
: silk. At a quarter 
10 o'clock the first shock was felt. It 
was so slight that many persons  attrib- 
uted it to the passage of heavy wagons in 
the street, and ever to mere fancy. Three mm- 
utes afterward a second shock occurred, so vio- 
lent that it seemed.as if the heavens and earch 
were passing away. This agitation lasted fully 
ten minutes, and ere it dimmisbed the greater 
portion of the city was in ruins. The dust 
obecured the sun; an Egyptian darkness pre- 
vailed, and to add to the universal horror, 
the fearful screams of the living and the 
groans of the dying rose through the air. In 


twenty minutes all became calm again, and peo- 


ple began to look around them, and consider 
the best means of escape. Some were for going 
to the hills, but were soon discouraged from so 
doing by the rumors that those who bad already 
gone thither were suffocating from the effects of 
the dense fog of dust which still rose from the 
falling buildings, Then they rushed toward the 
quays which line a part of the Tagus, but only to 
learn the horrible news that these bad sunk into 
the earth, with all the people . and 
edifices upon them. Those who thought 
to put to sea were told to look at 
the river, and lo! in its centre they be- 
held a whirlpool which was sucking io all the 
vessels aud boats in its vicinity, not a fragment 
of any of them being ever seen in. The 
royal palace had been entirely dwallowed up, 
and over its site is now the vast square of the 
Baco, or Black Horse, one of the largest pub- 
lic places in Europe. The great library of the 
Holy Ghost was in flames, and its priceless 
Moorish and Hebrew manuscripts were fast be- 
coming ashes. The opera-house had fallen in, 
the Inquisition was no more, and the great 
Church of San Domingo was a heap of stones, 
beneath which lay crushed to atoms the entire 
congregation. Fhe Irsh Church of St. Paul 
was the death p of a thousand persons, and 
the palace of Bomposta, where Catherine of 
Braganza, widow of Charles II., lived and died, 
had fallen over from the heights on which it was 
built, and utterly destroyed the poor but popes 
wn which lay beneath it. Io 
word, where bit an hour since was Lisbon was 
now nothing but desolation. As to the people, 
who can describe their condition? At least 
70,000 persoris bad perished, and the majority 
ot the survivors were cruelly wounded and in an 
agony of mind and body. Some went mad with 
tright, some lost forever the power of speech, 
sinners went about confessing their secret 
crimes, and fanatice, believing the last day had 
come, cried out to the horror-stricken multitude 
to repent, for that Christ was coming to judge 
the quick and the dead.” 

As the day waxed on the wretched Lisbonese 
grew calmer, and it was universally declared 
thatthe safest places, now that the dust was 
dimwishing, were the heights overlooking the 
city, and thither the majority flad. ere they 
found the Court assembled, for the Roval family 
was fortupately at Belem, where, strange to say 
the earthquake was scarcely felt at all, and had 
hastened at once to tbe hills. The Cardinal- 
Patriarch was here also, and so was Pombal ; 
and these two men, with surprising presence of 
mind, by their admirable courage, were enabled 
before night to inspire some feeling of order in 
the excited throng. The Kiag and Queen 
behaved nobly, and the young Duke of 
Lafoens deserves to be immortalized for his 
splendid conduct. He organized a band of no- 
blemen who went about aiding the wounded, 
rescuing the children, and even * tho 
dead. It was a strange and awful sight to see 
tais multitude gather together on the summit of 
the hills which once overlooked their maguifl- 
cent capital, and which now loosed down upon 
a mere mass of smouldering ruins. As day de- 
clined and night came on the Cardinal issued a 
proclamation, ordering all to kneel in prayer 
and entreat the mercy of God upon them, 
and then rose on the air the wailing tone of 
that saddest of psalms, the Miserere. When 


| the shades of night had fully fallen a frightful 


discovery was made; the city wasin flames in a 
hundred places. The co tion was greatly in- 
creased by a strong wind blowing in from the 
sea. There was now no hope of saving any- 
thing, and it was but too well known that 
thousands of human beings who had taken 
refuge in the cellars aod crypw were beng 
roasted alive. Butif the anxiety of the esca 
was dreadful to witness, the scenes withi 
the city itself were even more terrible, Rob- 
bers, escaped jau-birds, low sailors, and de- 
graded negroes formed bands, and went about 
amidst the ruins pillaging the wounded of their 
trinkets, and even murdering those who ven- 
tured to oppose their ghastly deeds. The lewd 
inhabitants of the brothels broke from the 
rigid restraint in which they were confined by
